DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 29, 
2007 has been entered. The previous rejection is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 2-9, 24-27 and 29-40 are pending. Claims 24-27 are withdrawn from 
consideration as drawn to a non-elected invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
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4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the claims as amended do 
not properly correspond to the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 2-9 and 29-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 35, lines 2-3, "an originating user network appliance" and "an originating 
user" are not clear in juxtaposition to each other. The descriptive portion of the 
specification, e.g. page 3, lines 7, 8 and 18, indicates that these are the same 
element/feature. However, Applicant appears to claim that each are separate entities. 

Claim 35, lines 2-3, "an order creation module" is not clear as to what constitutes 
such. Neither the descriptive portion of the specification nor the drawings are clear as 
to what constitutes such. 

Claim 35, lines 2-3, "an accumulator module" is not clear as to what constitutes 
such. Neither the descriptive portion of the specification nor the drawings are clear as 
to what constitutes such. 

Claim 35, lines 9-10, "the other selected users" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Clarification is required as to each feature constitutes what and where support for 
each entity is from the specification and drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2-9 and 29-40, as understood are ejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Festa, US 2003/0023512. 

Festa discloses an interactive on-line catalog where a network appliance, e.g. 
1320, 1504, an accumulator module, e.g. 1324,1326, 1327, 1414, "presentation layer," 
a notification module, e.g. 1312, and users, e.g. 1306. Festa does not disclose other 
select users. However, as understood, multiple users may use the Festa system and 
be notified of their purchases. To have provided such for Festa would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as implementing such common knowledge 
business acumen to streamline sales would have been obvious.
